REWARDING LAND ABUSE 


It seems p robable that acreage allotments 


will be continued os a p art of the farm price 


support p rogram. 
If so, the basis on which 


they are m ade should be chonged to p ut a 


p reminum on good land use. 
The p resent 


historical land base does just the contrary . 


As the p rogram now stands we hav e farm 


farm policies going in two opposite directions, 


One stresses soil conserv ation ond the k ind 


of farm m anagem ent tha t m aintains the pro­ 


ductiv ity of the land. 
But the historical base 


rewards the landowner who has hard-crop p ed 


or ev en abused his land while it p enalizes 


the farm er who hos followed good land p rac­ 


tices. 
This sort of Inconsistency doesn't m ak e 


sense, ond it also puts an unfair v alue on land 


that is in contradiction of the true v alue. 


The suggestion is m ade by County Agent 


W ilbur W. W hite of Morton County , Kansas, 


that the historical lond base be replaced by a 


potential productiv ity base. 
Under this p lan 


the local com m itteem en would giv e each piece 


of land Its p rop ortionate allotm ent m uch os 


they did a few y ears ago when each farm was 


giv en a productiv ity figure based on 100 per 


cent. 
Similar plans hav e been used in setting 


crop insuronce rates. 
It also conforms to 


land ap p raisal customs. 


There is plenty of information to m ak e 


this method feasible.

This would tie up all cattle, sheep, 
goats and hogs for 10 day s to three 
week s, since they would all be in 
quarantine and could not be mov ed 
from the show grounds until the 
disease was identified. 


A threat of hav ing their stock

Tex as legislators were poring 
ov er the tax rev enue problem in 
order to raise teacher pay at a 
special session of the Legislature 
in March. 
Intensify ing the 
problem was 
the U. S. Supreme Court's deci­ 
sion striking down 
the natural 
gas pipeline tax . 
There was talk of a sales tax 
threat. 
At the same time, a large 
gas company serv ed notice that 
any mov e to increase natural gas 
tax es will he opposed. 
Attorney General Shepperd an­ 
nounced his department had draft­ 
ed new gas tax bills which were 
considered legal 
and 
would be 
av ailable to the legislators. 
Also 
study ing the tax problem prior to 
the special session w*ere the legis­ 
lativ e council and the legislativ e 
budget board. 
Gov ernor Shiv ers indicated he 
will submit other issues to the 
special session. 
He declared that 
he plans to ask the Legislature 
to make membership in the Com­ 
munist party a death penalty of­ 
fense. 
"American adherents to the in­ 
ternational Communist conspiracy 
are tra itors— period." he said, "and 
Communists should not be allow­ 
ed the protection of the constitu­ 
tion they are try ing to wreck.” 


A foe of U. S. Senator J oseph 
McCarthy said in a speech here 
that he would go to jail if neces- 
sarv to test in court the senator's 


right to question citizens about 
their spoken or written beliefs or 
their political affiliations.

for contempt of Congress.

spoke at a m eeting of Americans 
for Democratic Action.
